Dr. Auterbridg-p said Ia«t night that 


the ^talitv of his patient was truly 
unusual. In spite of his feebleness, he 
took an active interest in affairs and 
refused to neglect his business until 
the dictates of nature imposed a rest. 
He was out of bed at 7 o'clock every" 
morning and always early at his of- 
fice.In "Twenty Y<-ars in Conjnv'." 
James G. Blaine described Platt as "A 
business man of irreat personal popu- 
larity. He has an aptitude for public 
affairs and is a man of stronif influ- 
ence in his *tate 
He is no debater, 


but has strong ooimnon sense and a 
quiok judgment of men." 


Yet with all his native judgment, 


w ide experience and skill a* an organ- 
izer, it became the fate of Piatt to win 
remembrance more for nis associations 
with others than for anything he did 
of his own initiative 


Twio« m his life Platt was the cen- 


ter of the national stage, once when he 
r"si<mc-d with Ro«coe ronkhng 
from 


the rnifd States senate, and was In- 
stantly nRkn.«med "M«- Too" Piatr. 
and n'ncp wh-n he induced Theodore 
Roo«M»veIt to run for vice president
